Diseases  were: — Diphtheria,  one;  Scarlet  Fever,  none;  Enteric  Fever, 
three. 

Of  the  130  Deaths  during  the  year,  65  were  Males  and  65  were 
Females,  six  were  uncertified. 
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Of  20  transferable  Deaths  outside  the  District,  15  were  Males, 
and  five  Females. 

These  deaths  were  cases  that  belonged  to  Ripley,  but  were  taken 
away  to  Hospitals  or  Institutions  where  they  died. 

The  Total  Death-rate  for  the  year  is  11.24,  as  against  11.14  for 

1912.

DEATHS  FROM  CANCER. 

There  were  six  Deaths  from  Cancer  in  the  District:;  three  in 
the  Central  Ward;  2  Marehay  Ward;  and  1  at  Waingroves.  They 
were  all  of  people  over  50  lyears  of  age. 

DEATFIS  FROM  PULMONARY  TUBERCLTLOSIS. 

i  There  were  5  Deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis; 
the  Central  Ward ;  1  Marehay  Ward ;  1  Waingroves  Ward ; 

from  15  tO'  45  years.  . 

As  regards  the  Deaths,  I  wooT.d  remark  the  total  Deaths  regis¬ 
tered  in  the  District  is  124  against  127  last  year.  The  Deaths  belong¬ 
ing'  to  the  District  is  141.  Ths  seiems  rather  high,  but  17  of  these 
were  transferable  Deaths  who  died  outside  the  District,  in  hospitals, 
or  residents  elsewhere  - -mainly  old  people  who  died  in  the  Union, 
or  of  other  special  cases  at  the  Infirmary, 
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ages 


This  brings  the  Death-rate,  belonging  to  the  District,  to*  11.41, 
which  is  not  a  high  Death-rate  per  1,000  of  population. 

As  regards  Infantile  Mortality,  we  have  26  Infants  under  1  year 
who  died,  as  against  28  last  year.  The  majority  oif  deaths  werte 
from  3  to  12  months.  Those  Infants  dy’ng  under  lf  ;month  were  in 
the  majority  those  of  Premature  Birth,  Infantile  Debility,  and  Maras¬ 
mus;  others  died  chiefly  of  Bronchial  affections. 

I  think  the  matter  of  Infantile  Mortality  js.  an  important  one,  and 
1  endeavour  by  circulating  cards  and  getting  others  who  act  in  an 
official  capacity  to>  instruct'  mothers  as  regards  nursing  at  the  breast, 
clothing,  fresh  air,  baths,  and  also'  the  cleanliness  and  proper  manage¬ 
ment  with  the  feeding  bottle,  which  is  very  essential. 

Re  TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  have  been  5  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  the 
District  that  have  died,  out  of  19  notifications  under  Public  Health 
(Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1911).  Of  the  5  deaths,  1  was  under  15 
years  of  age,  3  under  25,  1  under  45.  These  were  rather  advanced 
cases,  which  somewhat  precluded  hopes  of  recovery. 

Under  the  Local  Government  Board  Regulations  for  Tuberculosis, 
(Dec.,  1912),  which  came  into  force  in  February,  1913,  it  is  hoped 
to  combat  the  disease — - 

By  Compulsory  Notification  by  Medical  Practitioners; 

Weekly  Notifications  by  School  Medical  Inspectors,  and  of  Poor 

Law  Institutions; 

Weekly  Return  by  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  cases  notified; 

Health  Visitors; 

Dispensary  for  Tuberculin  Treatment,  and  Sanatoria.; 
which  I  think  will  be  serviceable  in  fighting  the  disease. 

There  are  four  possible  ways  in  which  this  microbe  may  enter 
the  body : — 

(1)  By  Inhalation; 

12)  By  Feeding; 

(3)  By  Inoculation; 

(4)  Very  rarely  from  the  mother  before  Birth. 

(1)  Inha'atoi,  or  breathing-in  of  the  microbe,  is  the  most 
)  frequent  method  of  contracting  Consumption  in  adults. 

(2)  Feeding  . — The  microbe  may  also  enter  the  digestive 
tract  from  infected  food  or  by  swallowing  expectoration. 

(3)  By  IniOClilfat'on. — A  wound  may  become  inoculated  with 
the  tubercle  bacillus. 

But  breathing,  or  inhaling,  the  microbe  is  by  far  the  most  common. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  Health  Visitors  to.  understand  these 
points,  and  tO'  carry  out  the  prescribed  and  authorised  instructions 
to  those  affected. 

Tuberculin  is  being  used  and  lias  two  great  uses  in  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis:  1st,  as  a  means  of  diagnosis;  2nd,  as  a  means  of 
treatment. 
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It  is  used,  I  believe,  as  a  diagnostic  in  four  different  methods, 
As  treatment,  a  direct  attempt  is  made  to  kill  the  microbes  at  the 
seat  of  disease,  and  also  that  material  which  counteracts  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  bacillus. 

Dispensaries  for  the  treatment  with  Tuberculin  are  working 
in  this  neighbourhood — at  Ilkeston  and  Chesterfield.  That  at  Ilkeston 
would  be  more  convenient  for  this  District. 

Sanatoria  are  under  important  consideration. 

Though  I  do  not  consider  we  have  many  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
in  the  District  for  the  population,  it  will  be  advisable  to  avail  ourselves 
of  the  advantages  of  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  cases  at  the  Dispen¬ 
saries  and  Sanatoria  in  the  district. 

Personally  I  have  ceased  to  look  for  absolute  cure  from  Sana¬ 
torium  Treatment  alone,  and  unless  the  infection  with  Tuberculosis 
is  totally  got  rid  of  there  is  always  a  danger  of  recurrence  or  relapse. 
Excessive  exercise,  mental  worry,  hard  work,  or  a  bad  cold  may  repro¬ 
duce  the  activity  of  the  disease.

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  have  been  111  cases  o!  Infectious  Disease  notified  during 
the  year,  against  89  last  year:  34  were  senf  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Appended,  I  have  drawn  up  a  table  shoving  the  different  forms 

of  disease  of  Tuberculous  as  regards  the  regions  of  the  body  affected 
and  the  age  of  the  cases  specifying  male  and  female.  The  cases 
are  first  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who,  at  the  end 

of  each  week  sends  notifications  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  and 

also  to  the  Local  Government  Board.

Isolation  accommodation  is  33  beds  for  Scarlet  Fever,  6  for 
Diphtheria  or  Typhoid  and  12  beds  in  the  Small  Polx  Wards.’ 
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In  the  above  cases  I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  give  particu¬ 
lars  as  to  localities  and  sanitary  defects,  which  I  have  submitted 
to  you  through  Mr.  Bird  in  my  Monthly  Reports . 

The  only  deaths  were: — Diphtheria,  1;  Enteric  Fever  3; 
Other  cases  were  of  mild  type.  There  has  been  no  particular  locality 
greatly  affected.  Several  could  be  traced  to  personal  contact;  they 
do  nO't,  many  of  them,  seem  due  to  insanitary  surroundings,  as  many 
cases  occur  in  newly-built  houses  with  good  sanitary  arrangement#. 
Personal  contact  has  a  great  influence  in  the  matter  of  infection, 
though  isolation  of  cases  has  been  as  efficiently  carried  out'  as  pos¬ 
sible,  which  is  shown  by  infection  no>t  spreading,  even  when  trhere 
were  other  children  in  the  house.  Then,  school  infection  is  an  import¬ 
ant  item.  The  Butterley  Hill  Schools  have  for  some  time  been  under 
unsatisfactory  e  anitary  conditions.  I  am  pleased  to  say  excellent 
sschoolbuildinors  are  in  course  of  construction  central  to  the  town  and 
in  a  most  healthy  situation. 

1  would  again  remark  on  the  few  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  which 
speaks  well  for  the  quality  of  the  water  and  drainage,  and  also<  the 
milk,  which  is  universally  of  good  quality. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

After  notification  is  received  I  at  once  inform  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  personally  visit  the  case,  and  take  full  notes  of  the 
particulars  of  the  case.  The  Inspector  also  visits  the  house,  and 
takes  notes  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view.  The  cases  are  removed 
to  hospital  as  expeditiously  as  possible,  or  are  properly  isolated  and 
treated  at  home.  Printed  instructions  are  left  with  the  parents  as  to  the 
management  oif  the  sick  room,  treatment  of  expectoration,  excreta, 
&c.,  to  prevent  the  carrying  of  infection. 

Other  children  a  e  at  once  kept  from  school,  or  are  sent  to  the 
houses  of  relatives  who  have  no  children.  Subseouent  visits  are  made 
by  myself,  aid  the  houses  are  amp  y  supplied  \  itk  “Izal”  Disi  fectar.t 
by  the  Inspector,  and  on  recovery  or  removal  to  hospitpl  the  room 
and  articles  are  thoroughly  disinfected  by  the  Inspector,  or  under 
his  supervision. 


METHOD  OF  DISINFECTION. 

All  windows,  doors,  and  fireplaces  are  sealed,  and  the  Alformant 
A  Lamp  burns  Scherling’s  Formalin  Tablets. 

All  washable  material  is  placed  in  “Izal”  solution,  and  articles 
are  disinfected  by  steam. 

Anti-toxin  is  now  provided  free  of  charge  for  the  medical  attend¬ 
ants’  use,  for  persons  wlm  cannot  afford  to  pay  for  it'. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT.— Not  in  operation. 

565  Dwelling  houses  have  been  inspected,  of  which  3  were 
satisfactory,  and  848  nuisances  were  found,  for  the  abatement  of 
which  799  informal  and  49  legal  nodees  have  been  served,  with  the 
result  that  830  nuisances  have  been  abated,  and  a  number  of  others 
are  in  hand.  The  Council,  with  myself  and  the  Surveyor,  are  follow- 
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ing  u  p  those  not  yet  put  right,  and  if  necessary  legal  steps  will  be 
taken  in  the  matter  to  ensure  abatement  of  all  nuisances. 

There  is  no  slum  property.  Working  men’s  houses  very  good. 
New  houses  of  excellent  construction  are  being  erected  by  building 
enterprise  for  the  working  classes. 

General  character  of  Defects  found: — Insufficient  accommoda¬ 
tion.  want  of  cleanliness,  want  of  proper  slop  stones  and  water  taps 
in  back  kitchens,  some  houses  only  having  one  water  tap*  in  the 
outside  yard  for  4  or  5  houses,  want  of  fire-places  in  bedroom  unstairs, 
insufficient  ventilation,  bad  roofs,  spouting,  and  gutters,  badly-paved 
yards,  and  inadequate  drainage;  a  few  insanitary  privies  connected 
with  ashpits,  but  I  am  pleased  to  say  there  are  not  very  many  in¬ 
stances  now,  as  the  Council  have  a  full  detailed  report^  made  to  them 
every  month  on  every  house  inspected,  and  also  as  to  defects  and 
as  to  steps  necessary  to  put  same  in  proper  order. 

The  Council  spend  considerable  time  in  seeing  that  the  various 
properties  are  put  into  a  proper  state  of  repair,  and  all  the  above  are 
entered  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose. 

The  sanitary  conciaon  of  Lower  Hartshay,  which  I  referred  to 
in  my  last  Annual  Report,  is  much  more  satisfactory,  and  has  had 
verv  careful  attention  from  the  Surveyor.  Cesspools  have  been  con¬ 
structed.  and  draining  work  carried  out,  and  it  is  now,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  one  or  two  properties,  the  owners  of  which  have  the  matter 
n  hand ,  quite  satisfactory. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  32  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  now  on  the 
register,  which  have  been  inspected  at  intervals  during  the  year. 
There  were  60  inspections  made,  and  full  details  of  each  shed  used 
for  cows  was  obtained.  The  Cowsheds  generally  were  found  to  be 
in  a  more  satisfactory  condition  than  last  year,  after  notices  have  been 
served  on  the  owners  and  they  are  getting  into*  a  better  condition  as 
to  cleanliness,  ventilation,  and  drainage. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

All  Butchers’  Shops  and  Market  Stalls  are  regularly  inspected, 
also  premises  where  foods  are  prepared,  stored  and  exposed  for  sale. 
There  are  17  Slaughter-houses  on  the  register.  Inspections  are  made 
frequently. 

LOCALITIES  WHERE  IMPROVEMENTS  ARE 

NEEDED. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  a  new  and  thoroughly  efficient  working-order 
scheme  for  sewage  has  been  set  up  at  the  Southern  end  of  the 
town,  and  is  a  great  advantage  to  the  neighbourhood. 

We  want  Lodging  House  accommodation  especially  for  married 

people. 
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INQUEST  CASES. 


Central  Ward.— Jan.  27th,  1913,  female,  aged  70,  congestion  of 
lungs  caused  by  an  accidental  fall,  injury  to  her  thigh. 

Central  Ward. — Mar.  27th.  male,  aged  21,  syncope  caused  by 
being  crushed,  due  to  pressure  o*n  spinal  cord  in  drilling  machine. 

Hartshay  Ward. — Mar.  16th,  male,  aged  56,  cerebral  hemorrhage, 
caused  by  being  knocked  down  by  a  fall  of  roof  in  the  pit. 

Central  Ward. — Aug.  25th,  male,  aged  31,  death  caused  by 
being  crushed  by  a  telegraph  pole  falling  upon  him. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION,  under  Housing  and  Town  Plan¬ 
ning  Act,  1909. — Very  good  accommodation  generally.  The  greater 
part  are  six-roomed  houses.  The  Council  have  given  instructions 
to  myself  and  the  inspector  of  nuisances  under  the  above  Act,  which 
is  having  active  attention. 

Sixty-one  new  houses  have  been  erected,  1  factory,  1  Laundry, 
1  Picture  Palace  (Hippodrome),  1  Electric  Station,  1  Drill  Hall,  3 
Workshnno  2  Cowsheds.  15  New  Houses  in  course  of  erection  at  end 
of  the  vear.  which  have  been  sunervised.  850  insDections  having  been 
made  of  foundations  water  service  drains^  &c. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — The  number  of  houses  supplied  from 
the  Waterworks  is  2,396.  The  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Derwent 
Valley  Water  Board  (90,000  gallons),  and  from  the  Butterley  Com¬ 
pany’s  Hartshay  Pit  30.000  gallons  per  day),  and  also  from  our  own 
well  which  varies  in  quantity.  The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  to  the 
town  and  district  is  now  remarkably  good  and  much  improved;  that 
from  the  Derwent  Valley  is  excellent. 

There  are  a  few  houses  supplied  by  wells  and  springs,  chiefly 
at  Lower  Hartshay  and  Waingroves.  The  water  from  these  is  of  very 
good  quality. 

H  O  U  S I N  G  A  C  C  O  M  M  O  D  A  T I O  N . 

Wry  much  better  and  many  have  been  erected  with  water 
c’o  ts.  The  G  een  Hillocks  scheme  for  sewerage  is  in  working  order 
and  is  sa  isfacto/y  and  o'  up-to-date  and  scientific  construction. 

REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. -The  popuat'on 
for  which  there  is  public  scavenging  is  at  present  about'  12,000.  The 
whole  of  the  D.s'rict  is  done  by  the  Council’s  workmen  under  the  au¬ 
thority  and  supervision  of  the  Inspector,  except  Street  Lane,  vhich 
is  done  on  contract.  The  cost  of  scavenging,  including  emptying  cess  - 
pools,  is  about  7/-  per  house.  Ashpits  are  cleared  on  the  block  system  ; 
there  are  499  ashbins.  All  these  are  attended  once  a  week.  All 
pail  -closets  are  emptied  into  tumbler  carts,  and  are  carted  to  Chad¬ 
wick  Grave  or  to  the  Council’s  tank,  or  on  to  the  farm  land.  The 
work  is  done  between  11  p.m.  and  7  a.m. 
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BYE-LAWS. —  Places  over  which  the  Council  have  supervision 
are  regularly  visited,  and  reported  on  by  the  SaniSiry  Inspector. 
Bye-laws,  Oct.,  1898. 

New  Streets  and  Buildings. — Prevention  of  Nuisances.  Oct., 

1898. 

Lodg'ng-houseP,  Slaughter-houses,  Daries  and  Cowshed3,  Bake¬ 
houses  and  Offensive  Tiades.  Bye-laws,  1898.  For  numbers  of  above 
see  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.  At  the  schools,  during  an  out¬ 
break  of  Infectious  Disease,  suspicious  cases  are  excluded  by  the 
teachers,  until  they  are  pronounced  free  from  infection  by  a  medical 
practitioner.  Names  are  sent  of  infectious  cases  by  the  head  teacher 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  also  informs,  the  School 
Attendance  Officer.  1  frequently  visit  the  Schools  myself  and  see 
the  class  rooms  and  instruct  the  caretaker  to  disinfect  desks  and 
floors. 

EXCREMENT  DISPOSAL.— 184  New  Water  Closets  have  been 
putin  during  the  year,  including  the  conversion  of  116  Privies.  There 
are  also  a  number  of  conversions  from  Privies  to  Water-closets  in 
different  parts  of  the  District  for  which  owners  have  been  given 
orders,  and  which  will  be  shortly  carried  out.  12  pail  clo.ets  have 
been  converted  to<  water  closets. 

Approximate  number  of  Privy-middens,  834;  pail  closets,  1,350; 
Slop  Closets,  20. 

Insanitary  Privies  and  Ashpits,  200;  Remedied,  150;  Insuf¬ 
ficient  Closet  Accommodation,  9;  Remedied,  7;  Defective  Water 
Closets,  8. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. —  Factories,  Workshops, 
Laundries,  Workplaces,  and  Home  Work:  These  in  the  District  are  in 
a  satisfactory  condition.  The  Factories  are  of  modern  construction, 
and  the  condition  and  welfare  of  the  workpeople  are  well  looked 
after. 

There  were  20  inspections  made  of  Factories  and  49  of  Work¬ 
shops.  Total  number  of  inspections,  69.  No  infectious  disease  was 
found  in  these  places  which  are  all  kept  clean  and  well. 

Action  is  taken  in  matter  referred  to*  by  H.M.  Inspector  as 
remediable  uflnder  Public  Health  Act,  but  not  under  the  Factory 
and  Workshops  Act.

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I  feel  I  must  refer  to  the  Statement  of  our  worthy  County 
Medical  Officer  erf  Health,  that  Ripley  Medical  Practitioners  are 
not  up'-tO'-date  in  not  resorting  to  the  use  of  the  ^Bacteriological 
Laboraiory  more  than  they  do,  but  I  think  it  might  stand  tO'  our 
credit  that  we  can  decide  for  a  diagnosis  without  the  additional 
aid,  and  which  is  not  always  infallible.  With  the  annexed  Annual 
Report  of  the  Sanitary  Surveyor,  Mr.  Bird,  whose  valuable  services 
and  assistance,  I  am  sorry  I  am  losing  in  my  department,  I  will 
conclude  my  Annual  Report  for  1913.
